olio priest that if he lied to him, ho would ro- 
turn and barn his church. Strange to say, a 
short time after his death the Ostholic church. 
caught re ln some mysterious manner, and 
was consumed. - The power of spirits lu but 
little understood, and the object of this serios 
of articles is to establish a current of thought.
